)NE year after the meeting of the Ninth International Conference of American 
States at Bogota, the Organization of American States finds itself advancing 
full sail on the course mapped out for it at that memorable gathering. 

During the year, the Inter-American Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance came 
into effect, and just eight days after this event, one of the American States 
members of the Organization invoked the Treaty. The Council of the Organiza- 
tion thereupon assumed the character of Provisional Organ of Consultation, in 
order to take action in the delicate situation that had arisen between Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua. Two months later the two nations had agreed to sign a treaty 
of friendship, which closed the incident. This satisfactory outcome, which demon- 
strated the effectiveness of the Organization of American States, has been viewed 
by the entire continent as a good illustration of the smooth functioning of our 
inter-American pacts for the maintenance of peace. 

There are pending, of course, problems of a complicated nature relative to 
the improvement of economic cooperation throughout the hemisphere. The

NEW CHIEF DIV. OF FOREIGN SERVICE ADMINISTRATION 


The Department of State announced that William Dudley Wright, Jr., has been 
named Chief of the Division of Foreign Service Administration, Office of the Foreign 
Service. In this assignment, Mr. Wright is responsible for the direction of the adminis- 
trative operations of the Foreign Service in the field and for providing the Foreign 
Service posts abroad with administrative facilities and services. Previously, he was a 
Special Assistant to the Director General of the Foreign Service. 

Mr. Wright, Rear Admiral, U.S.N., Retired, was graduated from the U. S. Naval 
Academy in 1923 and had eighteen years’ duty ashore and afloat prior to World War II. 
Early in the war he was navigator of the cruiser, U.S.S. Wichita. From November 1942 
until September 1944 he had duty in connection with LST groups and flotillas, organizing, 
training and administering a command which grew to sixty ships with about six hundred 
officers and 7500 men. He developed battle plans and new tactics for amphibious opera- 
tions and participated in the planning and execution of three major landings: the initial 
invasion of France on June 6, 1944, and the invasions of Sicily and Italy. For his war 
service he was awarded the Silver Star Medal, the Legion of Merit, and a Letter of Com- 
mendation. 

He then served in the Office of Naval Intelligence before assignment to the American 
Embassy at Stockholm, where he was Naval Attaché from December 1945 until October 
ty He then commanded the cruiser U.S.S, Little Rock until his retirement on June 1,

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THE POLICY OF PAN AMERICANISM 


THE ROLE OF 
THE PAN AMERICAN SOCIETY OF THE UNITED STATES

brings us to Pan American Day. 

Nineteen years ago the President of the 
United States by Proclamation designated 
April 14th as Pan American Day. His 
action was taken pursuant to a Resolu- 
tion adopted by the Governing Board of 
the Pan American Union, recommending 
that the date be observed as “Pan Ameri- 
can Day” in all the Republics of the 
Western Hemisphere. The: Presidents of 
the other American Republics have also 
designated this day, which marks the 
date on which the Resolution creating the 
International Bureau of American Repub- 
lics (Pan American Union) was adopted 
at the First Pan American Conference in 
Washington in 1889-1890, symbolic of 
Inter-American good will, closer mutual 
understanding and a spirit of true friend- 
ship among the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Many and diverse elements combine to 
make for the welfare of the United States 
and not the least of these are good eco- 
nomic and political relations with the 
other republics of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Yet these economic and political 
relations themselves are dependent on a 
series of intangibles which might be 
grouped under the classification of a 
“healthy family relationship’ among the 
twenty-one American nations. And it is 
exactly such family relations, such in- 
tangibles, rather than the realities of 
trade or political intercourse, which are 
the concern of The Pan American Society 
of the United States, Inc., with its three 
simple, yet inspiring objectives: 

(1) To promote acquaintance among 
representative men of the United States 
and those of the other Republics of the 
Americas; 

(2) To show hospitality and attention 
to representative men of the other Repub- 
lies of America who visit the United 
States; 

(3) To take such other steps, involving 
no political policy, as the Society may 
deem wise to develop and conserve mutual 
knowledge and understanding and true 


friendship among the American Republics 
and Peoples. 

The first proclamation of Pan Ameri- 
canism as a continental policy was made 
in 1826, when Simon Bolivar invited the 
American nations to a conference at 


Panama. Though the concrete results of 
that Congress were meagre, the policy 
thus initiated was followed by other 


statesmen who, as time passed, saw more 
and more clearly the need for mutual con- 
sultation and cooperation. 

A further step in this direction took 
place only last year, with the formation of 
the Organization of American States, 
made up of the twenty-one American na- 
tions, whose work is carried out by (1) 
Inter-American Conferences, which meet 
every five years in a different American 
capital; (2) by the Meetings of Consulta. 
tions of Ministers of Foreign Affairs; 
(3) by Specialized Conferences on techni- 
cal aspects of cooperation. The permanent 
body representing the governments of the 
Western Hemisphere is now the Council 
of the Organization of American States, 
which meets in Washington where the 
Pan American Union acts as General Sec- 
retariat of the Organization. 

From the beginning, and for many 
years subsequent to the organization of 
the Pan American Union, the care and 
development of a Pan American policy 
were wholly in official hands. The ideal 
of Pan Americanism thus continued to be 
the concern of governmental rather than 
of private action until the year 1912, when, 
for the first time, a consciousness of that 
ideal having spread among private citi- 
zens, it found specific expression in the 
creation of a society organized and con- 
trolled by them. 

In 1912, The Pan American Society of 
the United States was founded, as con- 
ceived by Dr. John Barrett, at that time 
Director General of the Pan American 
Union. The realization of Dr. Barrett’s 
dream was mainly due to the cooperation 
he received from The Honorable Elihu 
Root, then a member of the United States 
Senate. Through Mr. Root’s interest in 
the project and his influence with men of 
prominence in New York, some sixty per- 
sons were brought together in this city in 
February, 1912, when they organized The 
Pan American Society. Its roster through 
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THE POLICY OF PAN AMERICANISM

the years has grown to number almost one 

thousand men. 

The first president, at Mr. Root’s urgent 
request, was The Honorable Henry White, 
distinguished diplomat and Chairman of 
the United States Delegation to the Fourth 
Pan American Conference, held in Buenos 
Aires in 1910. His Excellency, Domicio 
da Gama, Brazilian Ambassador to the 
United States, and The Honorable Philan- 
der C. Knox, Secretary of State of the 
United States, were the first Honorary 
Presidents. Thus by its ideals and objec- 
tives, and by the calibre of its first Offi- 
cers and Directors, a high standard was 
set for the Society in its infancy, and the 
membership takes pride in the fact that 
the Society’s life history has indeed been 
a credit to its Founders. 

Over the thirty-seven ensuing years 
since its inception, the Society has held 
aloft the principles of Pan Americanism, 
constantly recreating and reinforcing mu- 
tual goodwill among the representative 
men of the Americas, and through them 
conveying to millions of Americans a bet- 
ter understanding of their fellow-citizens 
of the Western Hemisphere. Through. its 
many social gatherings, its goodwill mis- 
sions, its sponsorship of worthy efforts on 
behalf of inter-American solidarity, it has 
helped immeasurably to kindle in the citi- 
zens of the twenty republics to the south 
of us a truer appraisal of the virtues—as 
well as the defects—of their neighbors to 
the north. 

The activities of the Society are mani- 
fold, as its program during one recent 
twelve-month period may serve to demon- 
strate. Between Pan American Day of 
1947 and March 30, 1948, seven formal 
dinners were held, respectively honoring 
the Latin American Consuls General in 
New York and the Bolivian Ambassador 
to the United States, the Delegates to the 
First Hemispheric Stock Exchange Con- 
ference, the President of Mexico, the 
United States Ambassador to Peru, the 
Mexican Ambassador to Chile, the Secre- 
tary General of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States, and the United States Assis- 
tant Secretary of State. Within this same 
period, luncheons were given in honor re- 
svectively of the Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, the Dominican Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, the United States 
Ambassador to Colombia, the Venezuelan 
Ambassador to the United States, the 
Peruvian Minister of Air, the Colombian 
Ambassador to the United States, and the 
Ecuadorean Ambassador to the United 
States. A formal reception was tendered 
the Peruvian Ambassador and Ambassa- 
dress to Washington, and a program of 
entertainment was arranged for the offi- 
cers and cadets of the Venezuelan train- 
ing vessel, A.R.V. “Capana.”

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS—U, S. 


ATCH MOVEMENTS — MEASURE- 
MENTS—The rate of duty of watch 
movements depends upon the width of 
movements. Despite the apparent sim- 
of this statement, there has been 
considerable confusion in determining the 
method of measuring the width of watch 
movements. The question involves the in- 
terpretation of paragraph 367(h) of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, which provides that “For 
the purposes of this paragraph the width of 
any movement shall be the shortest 
surface dimension through the center of 
the pillar or bottom plate, or its equivalent, 
not including in the measurement any por- 
tion not essential to the functioning of the 
movement... .” 

The two surfaces of watch movements 
(excluding the sides) are the dial side and 
the assembly side. The dial side of a pillar 
or bottom plate is the surface of the plate 
over which the dial of the movement ap- 
pears, and the assembly side of the plate is 
the opposite surface thereof on which the 
other parts are assembled in the production 
of a watch movement. On the dial side of 
the plate are to be found “shoulders,” which 
are narrow extensions of the sides for the 
purpose of holding the movements in a 
proper position in the cases into which they 
are put. The largest surface dimension 
would include the shoulders. However, in 
the case of United States v. Invicta Seeland, 
Ine., 25 C.C.P.A. 300, T.D. 49327, the court 
held thhat the shoulders were not essential 
to the functioning of the movement, and 
should not be included in the measurement 
of the pillar or bottom plates. 

On the assembly side of the pillar plate 
are several indentations which are mechan- 
ical adaptations to facilitate the work of 
mechanics in making adjustments.

and disregarding mechanical indentations.

COCOA RESIDUE—VEGETABLE OIL CAKE 
—WASTE—Cocoa residue was imported into 
the United States, and was classified as 
vegetable oil cake, not specially provided 
for, at 3/10¢ per pound under paragraph 730 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. The importer 
claimed that the merchandise was properly 
dutiable as waste at 7% per cent under 
paragraph 1555, as modified. After cocoa 
beans are cracked and the shells removed, 
the remainder is called cocoa nibs. After 
heating, the nibs are passed through press- 
ing machines which press the cocoa butter 
from the beans and expel the balance, 
which is known as cocoa residue. This resi- 
due contains from 9 to 16 ner cent fat, and 
the majority of this fat can be removed by 
use of a solvent extraction method. Once 
again the resultant material is known as 
cocoa residue, but this time it is distin- 
guished from the first residue. bv calling 
the second residue “defatted.” This residue 
is valuable for its theobromine content, and 
after the latter has been removed, the re- 
mainder of the residue is used for fertilizer. 
The testimony showed that cocoa residue is

not a desirable ingredient in livestock or 
poultry feed, and that it is not approved as 
a feed ingredient. 

The court held that paragraph 730 is a 
feed paragraph, and that all of the items in 
that paragraph are products ordinarily used 
for animal feed. The court found that when 
oil cake is used for feed, it is dutiable under 
Paragraph 730, and that when it is used 
chiefly for fertilizers it is free of duty under 
paragraph 1685. Here, however, the cocoa 
residue is used neither as feedstuff nor as 
fertilizer. The court decided that cocoa resi- 
due is refuse which is left over in the pro- 
duction of cocoa butter or cocoa; it is not 
susceptible of being used in the ordinary 
operations of the cocoa or the cocoa butter 
industries; it is a final residuum remaining 
after all of the valuable elements for the 
production of cocoa and cocoa butter have 
been extracted; it is not sought or purposely 
produced as a byproduct in the industry: it 
has lost the quality and utility of cocoa or 
cocoa butter, and the use to which it is 
finally put is foreign to the ordinary use of 
either cocoa or cocoa butter. The court 


therefore held that the cocoa residue is 
properly dutiable as waste. (Maywood 
Chemical Works v. United States, Prot. 
113557-K, decided March 17, 1949. Opinion 


by Judge Cline.)

ONION POWDER, DEHYDRATED ONIONS 
— VEGETABLES, PREPARED—SPICES— 
The imported merchandise consisted of de- 
hydrated onion powder, prepared by de- 
hydrating onions and grinding them, and 
dehydrated sliced onions, prepared by slic- 
ing onions and then dehydrating them. The 
Collector classified them as vegetables, if 
reduced to flour, or if prepared or preserved 
in any other way and not specially provided 
for, at 35 per cent ad valorem under para- 
graph 775 of the Tariff Act of 19230. The im- 
Porter claimed that they were dutiable as 
onions, at 2%¢ per pound. under paragraph 
770, or as spices not specially provided for, 
at 25 per cent under paragraph 781, or as 
nonenumerated manufactured articles, duti- 
able at 20 per cent under paragraph 1558. 
The testimony was that the imported prod- 


ucts were used primarily in the manufac- 
ture of prepared meats, and sometimes in 
cooking, for the same purpose as fresh 


onions, and that the dehvdrated onions give 
relish to foods and gratify the taste, and 
are pungent and anpetizing substances. The 
importer claimed that the provision in para- 
gravh 770 for onions was eo nomine and in- 
cludes all forms of the article 

The court stated that an eo nomine stat- 
utory designation of an article will include 
all forms of the article, if there are no limi- 
tations, or no shown contrary legislative 
intent, judicial decision, 


or administrative 


practice to the contrary. The court then ex- 
amined the legislative, judicial and adminis- 
trative history of paragraph 770, and 
reached the conclusion that the provision 
for onions in that paragraph is limited to 
onions in their natural state, and that the 
general rule as to eo nomine designation 
does not apply. Inasmuch as the onions 
covered by this protest have been dehy- 
drated and either cut or ground into powder, 
they are no longer in their natural state 
and cannot be classified under paragraph 
‘a . 

The court held that onions are not spices, 
for the reason that the articles enumerated 
in paragraph 781 are articles used primarily 
for seasoning and for the most part have 
no vegetable use, so that vegetables, even 
when used as seasoning because of their 
pungent flavor, do not become spices. 

Finally, the ceurt decided that the pro- 
vision in paragraph 775 for vegetables, if 
reduced to flour, or prepared or preserved 
in any other way and not specially provided 
for, is equivalent to an eo nomine enumera- 
tion, and therefore takes precedence to the 
provision under paragraph 1558 for non- 


enumerated manufactured articles. The 
court therefore concluded that the Col- 
lector’s classification was correct. (Charles 


T. Wilson Company, Inc., v. United States. 
Prot. 121825-K, decided March 9, 1949. Opin- 
ion by Judge Cline.)

ZIPPERS—NOT MACHINES—The imported 
articles consisted of zippers. They were 
classified as articles or wares, not specially 
provided for, composed wholly or in chief 
value of copper, under paragraph 397 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, dutiable at 45 per cent, 
and were claimed by the importer to be 
machines, not specially provided for, sub- 
ject to duty at 27% per cent under para- 
graph 372. The importer’s witness testified 
that the zippers are mechanical contriv- 
ances, and that the fundamental type of 
machine operation involved is the wedge or 
inclined plane; that the hand power applied 
by pulling the zipper tab in a longitudinal 
direction causes a transverse force to be 
exerted on the slider which brings together 
the opposing rows of teeth: and that this is 
an application or modification of force or 
energy. 

The court reviewed the judicial decisions 
on machines, and stated that although a 
machine is a mechanical contrivance for 
utilizing, applying, or modifying energy or 
forces, for the transmission of motion, not 
every object that performs any of these 
functions is a machine. Simply because an 
article provides a mechanical advantage 
does not warrant its classification as a ma- 
chine in paragraph 372. The zippers are 
merely moved up or down to the extent that

Mem- 
bers have beer asked to give the associa- 
tion their opinions on the report so that 
CBFAA can “form a policy which will be 
truly representative of its national member- 

ship.” The report follows: 


Seventy-seventh Con- 
gress, approved March 14, 1942, amending 
the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, provides 
for the coordination of forwarding and 
similar servicing of waterborne export and 
import foreign commerce of the United 
States, and provides further: 

““That the Commission is authorized and 
directed to report to the Congress within 
ninety days after the enactment of this 
Section and every four months thereafter, 
the action taken hereunder and to give the 
names of any Federal Departments or 
Agencies or any other persons who have 
failed to cooperate with the Commission as 
herein directed.’

O commemorate the completion of its 
first century of existence, which was 
rounded out April 13, 1946, the Pennsylwa- 


nia Railroad has published a comprehensive 
Centennial History. It is a volume of 705 
pages of text, with numerous illustrations 
and maps and 99 pages of appendices de- 
voted to statistical records and tabulations 
The work is the result of collaboration be- 
tween George H. Burgess and Miles C.

The Car Service Division of 
tion of American Ruilroads 
leased the following facts with 
the general operating performance 
nation’s railroads during 1948: 

1. The average load per freight train dur- 
ing 1948 was 1,175 tons, the highest on 
record and 46 per cent above that in 1929. 

2. The average freight train turned out 
18,658 net ton-miles of transportation ser- 
vice for each hour it was on the road. This 
wes the highest on record and an increase 
of 76 per cent compared with 20 years ago. 


3. The average load per car, including 
LCL, was 33 tons, the highest for any 
neacetime year. In 1929, the average was 
26.9 tons. 

4. Each serviceable freight car in 1948 
carried an average of 1,020 net tons of 


freight one mile each day, compared with 
582 in 1929. 


5. Each active 
1948 traveled an 


passenger locomotive in 
average of 220.6 miles per 


day, which was higher than in any prewar 
vear and an increase of 34.1 per cent over 
1929. 


6. Bach active freight locomotive traveled 
an average of 116.8 miles per day, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent, compared with 1929. 

7. Approximately 111 pounds of coal (or 
the equivalent thereof) were required to 
move 1,000 tons of freight and equipment 
a distance of one mile in 1948, compared 
with 125 pounds in 1929, or a reduction of 
11 per cent. 

&. Each serviceable freight car in 1948 
traveled an average of 47.1 miles each day, 
an increase of 37 per cent above 1929. 

9. The average capacity per freight car 
in 1948 was 51.7 tons, the highest on record, 
compared with 46.3 tons in 1929.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


LINEN PIECE GOODS—According to a 
recent order by the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment, an import license and dratt for linen 
piece goods originating in the United King- 
dom will be issued only if the importer in 
Hong Kong surrenders United States cur- 
rency equivalent to 70 per cent of the in- 
voice value of the goods. Similarly, import- 
ers of linens originating in soft-currency 
countries are subject to the same dollar- 
surrender requirements if payment is to be 
made in pounds sterling. The order also 
requires the surrender of United States cur- 
rency equivalent to the full invoice value 
of linen goods imported from hard-currency 
countries if payment is in sterling. 

In effect, this requirement eliminates the 
exchange advantage which made possible 
Hong Kong's sizable linen trade with the 
United Kingdom and the United States. 

HANDKERCHIEFS—tTrade Practice Rules 
for the Handkerchief Industry were pro- 
mulgated on February 18, 1949, by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission under the trade 
practice conference procedure, and become 
effective on March 20, 1949. Members of the 
industry include manufacturers, importers, 
jobbers and others who are engaged in the 
business of placing on the market or dis- 
tributing handkerchiefs of all kinds which 
are composed, in whole or in part, of cotton, 
linen, rayon, silk, nylon, wool, or other tex- 
tile fiber. Annual sales of such industry 
products at retail aggregate $110,000,000. 
The rules are directed to the prevention 
of unfair competitive methods and trade 
abuses in the interest of protecting indus- 
try, trade, and the public, and of providing 
guidance and assistance to business in the 
maintenance of free and fair competition. 


FATS AND OILS—The International Emer- 





gency Food Committee of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Organization 


announced that all international allocations 


of fats and oils have been discontinued as 
of February 10, 1949. 

APPLICATIONS FOR INVESTIGATION— 
On February 15, 1949, the U. S. Tariff Com- 
mission announced that it has received an 
application, filed by a domestic manufac- 
turer, for an investigation under the “es- 
cape clause” which has been inserted in all 


recent reciprocal trade agreements. The 
purpose of this request is to determine 
whether knitted berets, wholly of wool, 
valued at more than $2 per pound under 


paragraph 1114(d), Tariff Act of 1930, are 
being imported in such increased quantities 
as to cause or threaten serious injury to 
domestic producers. 

On February 17, 1949, a similar application 
for investigation was received from the In- 
dependent Petroleum Association of Amer- 
ica to determine whether crude petroleum 
and petroleum products taxable under Sec- 
tions 3420 and 3422, Internal Revenue Code, 
are being imported in such increased quan- 
tities as to cause or threaten serious injury 
to domestic producers. 

DUTY STATUS OF DRIED BEANS—The 
effect of the Presidential Proclamation 
(Chilean Trade Agreement) on the rate of 
duty on dried beans is understood to be as 
follows: 

(1) The rate of duty for all types of dried 
beans entered for consumption or with- 
drawn from warehouse for consumption 
prior to March 16, 1949, is 3¢ per pound, 
unless products of Cuba which take the 
preferal rate of 2.4 cents per pound. 

(2) The new rates of duty, effective on 
and after March 16, 1949, are: 

(a) Dried beans imported from Chile, 
Cuba, or any other foreign country, if en- 
tered for consumption during the period 
from May 1 to August 31, inclusive, in any 
yenr: 

Red kidney, 2¢ per Ib. 
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Other, l'e¢ per Ib. 

(b) Dried beans, including red kidney 
beans, when imported from Chile, Cuba, or 
any other foreign country and entered for 
consumption during the period from Sep- 
tember 1 in any year to the following April 
30, inclusive: 

If products of Cuba, 2.4¢ per Ib. 

If products of Chile, or any other foreign 
country than Cuba, 3¢ per Ib. 

(c) Dried beans, including red kidney 
beans, imported from Chile, Cuba, or any 
other foreign country, at any time of the 
year, and entered for warehouse and then 
withdrawn from such warehouse: 

If products of Cuba, 2.4¢ per Ib. 

If products of Chile or any other foreign

country, 3¢ per Ib. 


It should be especially noted that the full 
rate of duty of 3¢ per Ib. or the Cuban 
preferential rate of 2.4¢ per lb. applies to 
dried beans withdrawn from bonded ware- 
house for consumption at any time of the 
year. The apparent purpose of this provi- 
sion is to discourage shipments of dried 
beans to the United States to be held in 
bonded warehouse pending the opening of 
the seasonal-rate period on May 1 each 
year. 

The new trade agreement rate of 2¢ per 
Ib. for dried red kidney beans and 1'2¢ for 
other kinds of dried beans will, therefore, 
apply only if such beans are entered for 
consumption during the period from May 1 
to August 31, inclusive, in any year. 


GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


H. R. 1211—Hearings on H. R. 1211 to ex- 
tend the reciprocal trade agreements pro- 
gram for 3 years from June 12, 1948, in its 
original form, are being conducted before 
the Senate Committee on Finance and it is 
expected that the bill will reach the floor 
of the Senate next week. This bill was 
passed by the House of Representatives on 
February 9, 1949, by a vote of 319 to 69. 

CHILE On February 14, 1949, Chile 
signed a special protocol enabling her to 
accede to the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. Although Chile was one of the 
23 countries which negotiated the G.A.T.T 
she failed to become a “Contracting Party” 
to the G.A.T.T. by signing its Protocol of 
Provisional Application before that Protocol 
expired on June 30, 1948. The special pro- 
tocol was extended to Chile by the 22 coun- 
tries who had become Contracting Parties 
As a result of this action the President is 
expected to issue within 30 days the formal 
proclamation required under reciprocal! 
trade agreements procedure and put into 
effect a number of modified rates of duty 
which are concessions to Chile. These cover 
certain peaches, mellons, dried beans, len- 
tils, onions, and garlic, and the binding of

IMPORT STATISTICS — Preliminary fig- 
ures issued by the Bureau of the Census 
show general imports in December, 1948, 
were valued at $721,400,000 as compared to 
$602,900,000 in December, 1947. Imports for 
consumption in December, 1948, amounted 
to $705,800,000 in contrast to $562,500,000 in 
December, 1947. These preliminary figures 
have not been adjusted for changes in price 
levels. 

FOREIGN-TRADE ZONES—H. R. 2163 
was introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives by Congressman Celler on Febru- 
ary 2, 1949, to amend the Foreign-Trade 
Zones Act of 1934 in order to permit exhibi- 
tion and manufacturing in foreign-trade 
zones. These operations are not permitted 
in such zones under the present act.

Installations of freight cars by dumestic 
railroads during January totaled 8,913, com- 
pared with 9,967 in December, 1948, the 
American Railway Car Institute reports. 
Of the January total, 6,130 were , produced 
by the car-building industry and 2,783 were 
built in the railroads’ own shops.

Dr. Julius H. Parmelee, vice-president 
and director of the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics of the Association of American Rail- 
ways, told the ICC that railroad freight 
traffic and passenger business in 1949 are 
expected to drop 8.2 per cent and 11.4 per 
cent, respectively, below last year. 

Dr. Parmelee said that ton-miles in 1949 
are estimated at 586,500,000,000, which is 
less than in any year since 1941 and about 
20 per cent below the wartime peak in 1944. 
Passenger-miles for this vear, he stated, 
are estimated at 36,400,000,000, which is also 
lower than for any year since 1941 and 
about 62 per cent below 1944. On the basis 


of estimated 1949 traffic volume and rates 
and fares now in effect, Dr. Parmelee de- 
clared, total operating revenues in 1949

would be $9,412,000,000, a decrease of ap- 
proximately $260,000,000 below 1948. On the 
other hand, he said, operating expenses, 
including the cost of the 40-hour week 


which President Truman's Fact-Finding 
Board recommended should go into effect 
on September 1, 1949, are estimated at 


$7,691,000,000, an increase over 1948 of $220,- 
000,000, 

Under such circumstances, the AAR offi- 
cer continued, net railway operating income 
would drop from approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 in 1948 to $714,000,000 in 1949, a decrease 
of nearly 29 per cent. Net income, he pointed 
out, would fall from $700,000,000 in 1948 to 
$404,000,000 in 1949, a decrease of more than 
42 per cent. As a result, Dr. Parmelee said. 
the rate of return on net investment in 1949 
would be only 3.12 per cent. On an annual 
basis, he added, the rate of return would 
average 2.31 per cent if the 40-hour week is 
observed and if the present rates are not 
increased. 

Even if the proposed increase in freight 
rates and charges should be in effect for 
the last half of 1949, Dr. Parmelee stated, 
the net railway operating income would be 
only $866,000,000, and the net income would 
be $556,000,000. The rate of return on in- 
vestment would be 3.79 per cent as com- 
pared with 4.38 per cent last year, he said.

Americas. Presentation of the Insignia 
and an engrossed scroll was made to Pres- 
ident Truman at the White House by a 
large delegation of the Society’s Officers 
and Directors, in recognition of his splen- 
did work on his goodwill visits to Mexico 
and Brazil. 

Faithful to the tradition of honoring 
the great heroes of our hemisphere’s in- 
dependence, the Society performed its an- 
nual ceremonies commemorating the birth 
of General Simon Bolivar, the Great Lib- 
erator.

“EXPORT DECS” REQUIRED FOR CENTRAL BANK OF ECUADOR 

Copies of United States Export Declarations must henceforth be presented to the 
Exchange Control Department of the Central Bank of Ecuador by importers of mer- 
chandise from the U. S. before such goods can be authorized for customs clearance, 
according to an announcement by that Department, as reported from the American 
Embassy in Quito. The purpose of the action is to establish an effective check upon the 
accuracy of prices declared on import applications by Ecuadoran importers. 

The additional copy of the United States Export Declaration must be signed by the 
exporter, certified by the United States Collector of Customs or the postmaster with 
whom the declaration is filed, and visaed by the Ecuadoran Consul. The new regulation 
covers all merchandise shipped from the U. S. to Ecuador, whether produced in the U. S. 
or reexported, and is effective on all shipments leaving the U. S. on or after February 
1, 1949.

SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION CONTINUATION SHEET 

Effective immediately, the Shipper’s Export Declaration Continuation Sheet, Commerce 
Form 7525-V, currently in use becomes a joint document of the Office of International 
Trade and Bureau of the Census and the names of both agencies will appear on the form 
when it is next reprinted. The use of the continuation sheet is, therefore, governed by 
the regulations of the Office of International Trade and the Bureau of the Census. In this 
regard, reference is made to Current Export Bulletin Number 510, dated February 11, 
1949, which provides that: 

“When shipper’s export declaration continuation sheets are prepared and filed by the 
exporter or his agent, such sheets must be numbered in proper sequence and securely 
stapled to the first sheet, which is the export declaration form (7525-V) itself. The 
exporter or agent will insert on the last line of the shipper’s export declaration, between 
columns 9 and 15, the words, ‘This declaration consists of this sheet and——continuation 
sheets.’ Standard forms of shipper’s export declarations may continue to be used in lieu 
of the formal continuation sheets if no portion has been torn off and the general require- 
ments set out herein have been followed. Regardless of the form used as a continuation 
sheet, the declaration and oath need be executed only on the first sheet of the export 
declaration.” 

When continuation sheets are presented with a Shipper’s Export Declaration, Form 
7525-V, Collectors of Customs are requested to have each of the sheets attached to the 
copy of the declaration (to be returned to the exporter, carrier, or forwarding agent for 
subsequent use as the carrier’s manifest copy) stamped with the Collector’s rubber stamp, 
and to have the license examiner or other clerk involved sign his name, as distinguished 
from initials, in the space provided. The stamp referred to is the one used generally in 
regular customs activities and which bears the Collector’s name and/or title, below which 
is a line for a designated employee’s signature. Upon return of the manifest copies of 
the export declarations, an examination should be made to determine that no substitution 
of continuation sheets has occurred. [FT 80.] 


INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


REUNION (BOURBON) ISLAND—The weight limit applicable to surface parcel post 
for Reunion (Bourbon) Island has been increased from 11 pounds to 44 pounds. 

IRAQ—Effective March 1, 1949, air parcel-post service will be inaugurated to Iraq. 
The postage rates will be $1.47 for the initial weight unit of four ounces on fraction, and 
72 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction, with a weight limit of 44 pounds. 

Air parcels will be subject to the sam» size and other postal requirements as surface 
parcel post for Iraq. Air parcels will be accepted for mailing at any United States post 
office and will receive all available United States domestic air service as well as overseas 
air transportation to the country of destination. 

HUNGARY—Parcels sent as gifts to Hungary and containing exclusively used cloth- 
ing and footwear for the personal use of the addressee and his family, are admitted free 
of duty provided the addressee has (1) a letter from the sender stating that the parcel

It is desirable that the parcels be marked by the senders “Szeretetcsomag” or “Gift Parcel. 

FRANCE—Penicillin is prohibited in the mails to France (including Monaco). Com- 
mercial shipments of streptomycin are also prohibited in the mails to France (including 
Monaco), unless forwarded through the facilities of the ‘Groupement d'Importation des 
Produits Pharmaceutiques,’ whose representative in the United States is located at 44 
Beaver Street, New York 4, N. Y. “Noncommercial (gift) shipments of streptomycin may 
be mailed by individuals, provided the addressee in each case possesses an import license 
which may be issued by the French Ministry of Health upon the presentation of a cer- 
tificate from the addressee’s physician.” ah 

RUMANIA—The following procedure is established for the mailing of medicines to 
tumania: Before mailing, the sender should send three notarized copies of an invoice 
covering the shipment to the Rumanian Legation, 1601 Twenty-third Street NW., Wash- 
ington 8, D. C., accompanied by a fee of $1.50 and a request that they be legalized. When 
the legalized invoices are returned to him, the sender should enclose one in the parcel 
and send another to the addressee by letter for use in taking delivery of the parcel. The 
third copy may be retained by the sender. 

Compound medicines and pharmaceutical specialties (unless authorized by the 
Rumanian Legation as indicated above) as well as mineral waters, are delivered only on 
special authorization of the Chief Sanitary Council of Rumania. 

URUGUAY—Dutiable articles (merchandise) may now be sent in letters and packages 
prepaid at the letter rate of postage addressed to Uruguay. There must be affixed to the 
address side of each such letter or package a green label, Form 2976 (C1). The paper 
form of customs declaration (Form 2976-A) properly completed by the sender or an invoice 
must also be enclosed therein. Such articles not bearing the green label, Form 2976 (C1), 
are subject to confiscation. 

FRANCE—Effective March 1, 1949, air parcel-post service will be inaugurated to 
France (including Monaco). The postage rates will be $1.22 for the initial weight unit of 
four ounces or fraction, and 44 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction, with a 
weight limit of 22 pounds. 

Air parcels will be subject to the same size and other postal requirements as surface 
parcel post for France Air parcels will be accepted for mailing at any United States 
post office and will receive all available United States domestic air service as well as over- 
seas air transportation to the country of destination. 

BERLIN—The Post Office Department at Washington, D. C., announced that owing 
to technical and transportation difficulties the acceptance of surface parcel-post packages 
for the American, British, French, and Soviet sectors of the city of Berlin is temporarily 
suspended. Postmasters should, until further notice, refuse to accept parcels for Berlin 
and should return to senders suitably endorsed any such parcels now on hand. Regular 
mail articles by surface or air and air parcel post for all sectors of Berlin are not affected. 


FOREST PRODUCTS—CONTROLS REMOVED 
Removal of controls over export of all forest products except Port Orford cedar to all 
destinations outside of Europe and adjacent areas (Group “R”) was announced by OIT 
This action, effective immediately, removes millwork, hardwood flooring, and logs, bolts, 
and hewn timber of softwood other than Port Orford cedar from the Positive List of 
commodities in short supply It is in line with the Department’s policy of removing 
export controls when no longer needed. 


SOUTH AFRICAN RULING AFFECTS SHIPPING ARRANGEMENTS 

Effective from April 1, 1949, all shipping charges will be deducted from the individual 
importer’s non-sterling exchange quota in the Union of South Africa, irrespective of 
the currency in which such shipping charges are paid, according to a government 
announcement reported in the South African press on Feb. 12. Ships of South African 
registry, however, are to be exempted from this new regulation. No South African 
or other excepted line will be permitted to increase sailings to the U. S. nor will any 
excepted line not previously plying the U.S.-South African route be permitted to 
enter the trade. ‘ 

Under the exchange quota regulations imposed in South Africa Nov. 5, only dollar 
shipping charges were made deductible from the importer’s non-sterling exchange quota 
This, of course, gave vessels of sterling countries a competitive advantage over U. S 
vessels inasmuch as a South African importer now preferred to conserve his non-sterling 
exchange quota by instructing his agents in the U. S. to shin by sterling vessels. The 
effect of the new announcement, therefore, will be to place the American Merchant 
Marine on an equal footing with the Merchant Marine of sterling countries, except 
for vessels of South African registry. (Continued on page 284)

SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION CORRECTION FORM 


Effective immediately, the Shipper’s Export Declaration Correction Form, Commerce 
Form 7403, currently in use becomes a joint document of the Office of International Trade 
and Bureau of the Census and the names of both agencies will appear on the form when 
it is next reprinted. The use of the correction form is, therefore, governed by the regula- 
tions of the Office of International Trade and the Bureau of the Census. In this regard, 
reference is made to Current Export Bulletin Number 510, dated February 11, 1949, which 
provides that: 

“The instructions on the reverse side of the shipper’s export declaration correction 
form, Commerce Form FT-7403, are hereby broadened to permit its use to effect correction 
of information contained in any item of an authenticated shipper’s export declaration. 
The regulations regarding authentication and use of the shipper’s export declaration 
(Comprehensive Export Schedule No. 26, page 74, title IV) are still applicable as to 
limited corrections that may be made on the face of the authenticated export declaration. 
The correction form must be executed by the exporter or his authorized forwarding agent, 
and submitted to collectors in the same manner as provided for presentation and clearance 
of shipper’s export declarations. The correction form may be used to correct an authenti- 
eated declaration which is still in the hands of the Collector of Customs and must be used 
for correction of an authenticated declaration which has been forwarded to the New York 
office of the Foreign Trade Division, Bureau of the Census.” [FT 79.]

January, 1949 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that total United 
States exports to the participating E.C.A. countries dropped from $443.0 million in Decem- 
ber to $367.2 million in January. Important declines in exports included the Netherlands 
from $40.6 to $21.2 million; Greece, $35.3 to $12.0 million; Italy, $48.2 to $36.8 million; and 
Belgium and Luxembourg from $37.0 to $29.6 million. Contrary to this general trend, 
exports to Germany advanced from $67.4 million to $81.1 million. 

General imports from the E.C.A. participating countries declined to $95.4 million in 
Jannuary, or 20 percent below the $119.5 million in December. Important among the 
declines in imports from these countries were the United Kingdom, $29.4 to $24.7 million; 
nar tn $6.5 to $2.9 million; Switzerland, $11.2 to $7.3 million; and Italy $11.8 to $7.9 
million.

CHILEAN PROCEDURES FOR ISSUING IMPORT PERMITS 


New regulations governing the procedure by which the National Foreign Trade 
Council of Chile may issue import and export licenses and the manner of liquidating 
foreign-exchange obligations were established by Decree 1509 of November 18, 1948, pub- 
lished in the Diario Oficial of December 29, according to reports from the American 
Embassy at Santiago. Among its provisions, Decree No. 1509 requires that importers, 
exporters, and foreign trade agents file annually before December 31, sworn statements 
declaring sums earned abroad as commissions on sales of merchandise or as reimburse- 
ments on claims and the totals of credits or orders payable sent abroad during the year. 

Beginning in 1949, applications for import permits will be received three times a 
year, in January, May, and September; will cover the requirements of importers and 
manufacturers for each 4-month period; and may be submitted only for items indicated 
in a list of permitted imports that will be published at the beginning of each 4-month 
period. A separate application must be filed for each item to be imported and for each 
type of exchange to be used in making payment. All 1948 import licenses on which 
foreign exchange is transferred abroad in 1949 will be charged to the importer’s 1949 


quota. 
IMPORT SURTAX—SPAIN 


A surtax of 5% on all import duties in Spain was established by an order published 
in the Official Bulletin of December 31, 1948, according to a report from the WU. S. 
Embassy in Madrid. 

A 5-percent surtax was also applied on a number of other taxes, including use 
and consumption taxes on canned foods, gasoline and gasoil, and luxury articles. In 
general the surtax is applicable from January 1, 1949, but import duties on goods already 
enroute to Spain before that date are to be exempted.

In the case of exportation of single gift parcels valued under $100 by all methods of 
transportation, the Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525-V) will require 
the insertion of only the following information: 

1. Exporting carrier {item 1). 

2. U. S. Customs port of exportation (Item 2). 

3. Name and address of exporter (Item 3). 

4. Name and address of agent of exporter (Item 4). 

5. Name and address of purchaser or ultimate consignee (item 5), except as provided 
for by Office of International Trade regulations. 

G. Intermediate consignee (Item 6). 

7. Foreign port of unloading (Item 7). 

8 Place and country of ultimate destination (item 8&8) 

9 Signature of exporter. 

10. Statement under Item 10 of export declaration reading as follows: “This shipment 
consists of a gift parcel, as defined by Office of International Trade regulations, valued 
under $100 and does not contain any commodities requiring presentation of an export 
license.” 

For shipment of single gift parcels, it will not be necessary to insert information 
called for on the Shipper’s Export Declaration in Columns 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 15. 

The provisions of this circular do not apply to multiple gift shipments as defined by 
Ofiice of International Trade. The provisions of this circular letter apply to shipments 
fron’ the United States to foreign countries and between the United States and its terri- 
tories and possessions except Alaska and Hawaii. This letter supersedes Circular Letter 
No. FT 46, and dated November 24, 1947, and Circular Letter No. FT 75 dated December 239, 
1948, covering the same subject. [FT 81.]

EXPORT LICENSE PRIVILEGES CANCELLED 


All export license privileges of the I. D. Talwe Trading Company, 305 Broadway, New 
York City, and certain of its associates, have been suspended for a period of six months 
for violating export control regulations. 

The suspension order also applies to I. D. Talve and M. Talve, partners in the Talve 
firm and to Germark Chemical Specialties Company, owned by the partners. Others in- 
cluded in the suspension order are S. Talve, R. Talve, and C. Catarevas, and Chalex Over- 
seas Company, a trade name adopted by Catarevas. 

Orders which had been received from foreign customers by the Talve and Germark 
companies had been altered by striking out the names of Talve and Germark and substi- 
tuting the names of other concerns or individuals. A total of 22 foreign orders, involving 
more than 16,000,000 pounds of soda ash were altered and submitted to OIT. 

The Talve company and its partners were also found guilty of submitting fictitious 
copies of cables to OIT, supposedly sent to their foreign customers in acceptance of orders 
when in fact the cables were never sent. It was found that the company had prepared 
these cables to mislead OIT into believing that accepted firm orders were on hand. These 
fictitious acceptances of orders involved about 448,000 pounds of caustic soda. 








By All export license privileges of The Traders Syndicate, Inc., 97 Warren Street, New 





York City, and its officers, have been suspended for two months for violation of export 
control regulations. The suspension order not only denies the corporation and its officers 
the use of validated licenses and revokes all outstanding licenses previously issued to 
‘them, but it also denies them the privilege of using general license to export goods 
not on the Positive List. Such shipments do not require validated licenses. 

The corporation and its officers were found guilty of violating export control regu- 
lations by breaking up an order for 188,600 pounds of caustic soda, actually intended 
for a single consignee in India, into separate shipments to 86 pretended consignees who 
were merely figureheads or agents. 

The officers of The Traders Syndicate, Inc., who are denied individually the privilege 
of exporting for a period of two months, are Emile V. Netter, president; Henry H. 
Mitchell, vice-president, and Ruth Netter, secretary. 


EXHIBITION OF GERMAN PRODUCTS OPENS APRIL 9 AT 
ROCKEFELLER CENTER 


The Military Government German Exhibition, which will be held at the Museum of 
Science and Industry, Rockefeller Center, April 9th to April 24th, will give Americans 
an opportunity to view the accomplishments of Military Government in Germany, ac- 
cording to George J. Santry, U. S. Military Government Coordinator of the Fair. He is 
maintaining headquarters for the Military Government Delegation at the Barbizon- 
Plaza Hotel here. 

Mr. Santry, former American Military Government Director of Foreign Trade, has 
just returned to the U. S. after four years of government service in Germany. As the 
Foreign Trade Director, he was largely responsible for formulating the new export- 
import procedure currently in effect in Germany. The new procedure, presently paving 
the way for Western Germany’s return to normal foreign trade, has minimized con- 
siderably red tape and burdensome documentation. 

“The outstanding feature of the Exhibit,” Mr. Santry said, “will be displays by 511 
German exhibitors of products now being made for export. This will illustrate the desire 
on the part of the Germans to become self supporting and thus reduce the present 
burden on the U. S. taxpayer. To accomplish this, Germany must have markets for her 
goods, and it is only natural to assume that since a large part of her imports presently 
come from the Western Hemisphere, she must regain markets in these areas if she 
is to continue to afford the import of these commodities without financial aid from the 
U. S. The Fair will give Americans an opportunity to see what Military Government 
has done and is doing, not only in Germany, but in cooperation with E.C.A. for the 
general economic improvement of all of the Marshall Plan countries.” 

The Fair, representing the three western zones of Germany and the three western 
sectors of Berlin, through the conjunction of British and French Military Governments, 
will feature foundry products, toys, silverware, clocks, costume jewelry, athletic equip- 
ment, cut-glass, woodworking, ceramics, pharmaceuticals, paper, leather-wear, textiles, 
clothing, beverages, and handicrafts. The expenses of the exhibit are being paid for by 
the German firms from the proceeds of export sales.

CHILEAN TRADE AGREEMENT RATES NOW EFFECTIVE 


On March 8, 1949, the President issued a proclamation putting into effect those tariff 
concessions which the United States granted to Chile during the trade agreement negotia- 
tions concluded at Geneva on October 30, 1947. These concessions become effective as of 
March 16, 1949. They are the last group of withheld rates of duty from Part I of Schedule 
XX to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. As a result of this action. all the rates 
of duty shown in Part I of Schedule XX are now in force. This delay resulted from the 
fact that although Chile was one of the 23 countries which participated in the negotiation 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, that country did not take the necessary 
steps to become a Contracting Party to that Agreement until February 14, 1949. 

The new rates of duty will apply to articles imported from Chile, as well as from any 
other country, which are entered or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or 
after March 16, 1949. 

These rates affect the import duty on Peaches, Fruits, Beans, Lentils, Onions, Garlic 
and internal revenue taxes on copper-bearing ores, etc. 

These new rates now appear in the Pink Section of the CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE, in 
their proper places. Subscribers are instructed to DESTROY THE ORANGE CARD inserted 
in each copy, because it is no longer valid. 


EXTENDING THE TIME FOR FREE ENTRY OF CERTAIN ARTICLES

plant pests. Should the inspector determine that any unlisted packing material accom- 
panying a specific shipment of restricted plant material is objectionable, the shipment 
may be refused entry. . 

Regulations governing the entry of hay and straw packing material are contained 
in this Department's Bureau of Animal Industry Order 371 (9 CFR 95.21 and 95.22). Such 
material is restricted entry from countries where rinderpest or foot-and-mouth disease 
exists. Any such material offered for entry without having met the conditions of Sec. 
95.21 is required by Sec. 95.22 to be disinfected or burned. The provisions of this Bureau 
of Animal Industry Order are not applicable to hay or straw mats, jackets, or casings. 

All restricted material from Europe and Canada must be free from willow withes. 
Such material, when not free from willow withes, will be refused entry until the withes 
are removed and destroyed. Such material, when accompanied by willow withes, may 
be held in customs custody for a period not exceeding 40 days, during which period the 
permittee or his agent, after making satisfactory arrangements, may remove and destroy 
the withes under the supervision of, and in a manner satisfactory to, an inspector, after 
which the shipment may be handled in the usual way. 

The authorization to use certain packing materials which is included in the present 
administrative instructions is being deleted therefrom due to the fact that it has been 
determined that the use of such materials involves pest risks. The public interest requires 
that this action be consummated at the earliest practicable date. The names of certain 
other packing materials have been added to those whose use is permitted by the present 
administrative instructions. It is of advantage to shippers that they be authorized as 
soon as possible to use the new materials. The amendment, insofar as such new mate- 
rials is concerned, constitutes a relaxation of restrictions. Therefore, good cause is found 
for the issuance of these administrative instructions effective less than 30 days after the 
publication thereof. 

These administrative instructions shall supersede B. E. P. Q. 365 (7 CFR 319.37-7a), 
and B. E. P. Q. 369 (7 CFR 319.37-7b). They shall be effective January 1, 1949, and shall 
remain in effect until modified or revoked.

CLASSIFICATION 

Automatic can-filling machines used in salmon canneries to fill cans with pieces of fish 
are “wrapping and packaging machines” within the meaning of paragraph 372, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as modified pursuant to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, and there- 
fore, are dutiable under that paragraph at the rate of 27% percent ad valorem rather thana 
at 15 percent ad valorem, Bureau letter of November 26, 1948. (434.52) 

MARKING 

“Hecho en Cuba” is acceptable wording to indicate the country of origin of articles 
manufactured or produced in Cuba. Bureau letter to appraiser of merchandise at New 
York, New York, dated January 17, 1949. (363.21) 

MISCELLANEOUS 

$300 exemption; incidental arrivals; computation of time.—For purposes of section 
10.17 <j), Customs Regulations of 1943, and the $300 exemption the length of a resident’s 
stay abroad does not include the time spent in the United States on an incidental arrival. 
Thus, if a returning resident spent 6 hours in the United States in connection with an 
incidental arrival or arrivals, it is not sufficient for the purposes of the $300 exemption 
that he return to the United States at 12:01 a. m. on the thirteenth day after his departure. 
He must have remained abroad for a sufficient additional time to absorb the time consumed 
by the incidental arrival or arrivals, 6 additional hours, so that the return on the thirteenth 
day must be after 6 a. m. if the $300 exemption is to be obtained. Bureau letter to collector 
of customs, St. Albans, Vermont, February 4, 1949. (521.23) (T.D. 52146] 


QUOTA-TYPE TOBACCO 


Reference is made to C/L 2634 of December 10, 1948 (File 343.3), with respect to the 
liquidation of entries of filler tobacco, not specially provided for, unstemmed or stemmed 
(other than cigarette leaf), and scrap tobacco from all countries other than Cuba and 
the Philippines, filed during the period November 27 to December 31, 1948, inclusive. 

The entry, or withdrawal from warehouse, for consumption of the 22,000,000 pounds 
of Cuban filler tobacco, not specially provided for, unstemmed or stemmed (other than 
cigarette leaf), and scrap tobacco, specified in Items 601 and 603 of the 7th recital of 
the President’s Proclamation No. 2769 of January 30, 1948 (T.D. 51834), was completed at 
1:30 EST on December 6, 1948. Therefore, all such type dutiable tobacco of non-Cuban 
origin covered by entries, or withdrawals from warehouse, for consumption time-stamped 
1:31 EST (or its time equivalent in other time belts) or later on December 6 and during the 
period December 7 to 31, 1948, inclusive, is dutiable at the following rates:

If unstemmed 21¢ per Ib. 

If stemmed 30¢ per Ib. 

Scrap tobacco 21¢ per Ib. 
Please continue time-stamping the entries of all such tobacco but it will not be 
necessary to report the time of acceptance of the entries of Cuban tobacco on the quota 
reports, customs Form 3161, until later in the yvear, at which time you will be advised

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 percent of the duties 
paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in the 
custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback Is also allowable 
upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts; medicinal 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on

FOREIGN TRADE ZONE—DIAMONDS, LIQUORS & SPIRITS 

Beginning March 25, dealers who import tndustrial diamonds into the New York 
Foreign Trade Zone for selection and purchase may return the unpurchased diamonds to 
ay eee suppliers without obtaining validated export licenses, was announced by 
the T. 

Under the new procedure for returning unpurchased diamonds, the dealer: (1) Must, 
on the arrival of the consignment of diamonds, take them te the Foreign Trade Zone 
where they must be kept for inspection and selection; (2) Must give the Bureau of Fed- 
eral Supply, Treasury Department, an opportunity to purchase the diamonds which other- 
wise would be returned; (3) Must file with the Collector of Customs proper certificates 
releasing the unpurchased diamonds for return to the foreign supplier. 

Industrial diamond dealers should make arrangements with New York Foreign Trade 
Zone for the use of its facilities as soon as they know when any consignment of diamonds 
is due to arrive. They must also notify the Bureau of Federal Supply when the shipment 
is ready for the Bureau's inspection. 

The new procedure provides only for the use of the New York Foreign Trade Zone. 
It will be extended to the New Orleans and San Francisco Zones when it is determined 
that these zones have provided proper facilities for storing, safeguarding and examining 
loose industrial diamonds. 

An order permitting importers of liquors and spirits to mix and color rums in foreign 
trade zones has been issued by the Foreign Trade Zones Board. Under the Board’s order. 
importers may bring rums of different ages, different strengths, and from different stills 
into foreign trade zones for mixing and coloring without posting bonds or paying cus- 
toms duties. Operations may be conducted in the three foreign trade zones in New York 
City, New Orleans, and San Francisco. 

This order followed an appeal by the New York Foreign Trade Zone Operators, Inc., 
protesting a ruling by the Acting Commissioner of Customs that the mixing and coloring 
operation constituted a manufacture and therefore was not authorized by the basic law 
under which foreign trade zones function. 

The Board's decision affects only the legality of the operation which is ruled to fall 
short of manufacture. The decision does not touch upon the applicability of federal in- 
ternal revenue taxes to the operation. According to the operators of the New York 
Foreign Trade Zone, large producers of rum in the Caribbean area are planning to utilize 
the zone for mixing and bottling their products.

Due to a provision of the President’s proclamation No. 2769 of January 30, 1948, in 
which the entry of a specified quantity of Cuban filler tobacco, unstemmed or stemmed 
(other than cigarette leaf tobacco) and scrap tobacco, affects the rate of duty on such 
tobacco from countries other than Cuba, a record is maintained of imports from Cuba. 
4,115,235 pounds of such Cuban tobacco were imported for consumption during the period 
January 1 to February 26, 1949, inclusive.

TRADE NAME “LES PARFUMS DE MOLYNEUX” 


Reference is made to C/L 1792, dated December 30, 1937, listing on page 7 the trade- 
marks “Fete de Molyneux,” “Les Parfums de Molyneux,” “Le Chic de Molyneux,” and 
“Vivre,” and the trade name “LES PARFUMS DE MOLYNEUX.” 

The circular indicated that under the written consent filed by Les Parfums de 
Molyneux, Inc., no limitation was to be placed upon the quantity or value of perfumes 
or analogous products imported in passengers’ baggage. The trade-marks “Le Chic de 
Molyneux” and “Vivre” were not recorded in this Department. The trade-mark “Fete de 
Molyneux,” No, 244,527, registered July 24, 1928, was recorded on April 16, 1930, but the 
period of protection for this mark expired on July 24, 1948, and the attorneys for the 
trade-mark owner have indicated that no evidence of the renewal of the mark will be 
filed with the Bureau. The trade-mark “Les Parfums de Molyneux,” No. 265,590, was 
registered under the Trade-Mark Act of March 19, 1920, and, in view of the provisions 
of section 28 of the Trade-Mark Act of 1946, it is not entitled to the protection of section 
42 of the latter act. Accordingly, you shall no longer give protection to the four marks 
just described under the provisions of the trade-mark statutes and trade-mark regulations. 

The trade name “LES PARFUMS DE MOLYNEUX,” owned by the above-mentioned 
corporation, was recorded on October 24, 1929, and, in the absence of any evidence that 
it has been abandoned, the mark is entitled to the protection of section 42, Trade-Mark 
Act of 1946, and sections 11.14 and 11.17, Customs Regulations of 1943. 

The trade-mark owner has filed with the Bureau an amended written consent per- 
mitting the importation in the personal baggage of each person arriving in the United 
States of one or more bottles of perfume bearing the trade name “LES PARFUMS DE 
MOLYNEUX” or the word “Molyneux,” not exceeding a total of 2 ounces. 

Bureau Circular 1792 is hereby amended accordingly. (C/L-2644.) 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ENFORCEMENT OF OIL 
POLLUTION ACT OF 1924 
Page 1445 


Part 23, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., Part 23), is amended by 
the addition of a new section as follows: 

23.32 Enforcement of Oil Pollution Act of 1924.—(a) When any customs officer 
has reason to believe that oil is being or has been discharged into or upon the coastal 
navigable waters of the United States in violation of the Oil Pollution Act of 1924, (33 
U. S. C. 431-437) he shall promptly furnish to the collector a full report of the incident, 
together with the names of the witnesses, and, when practicable, a sample of the mate- 
rial discharged from the vessel in question. [T.D. 52142.] 

(b) The collector shall forward this report immediately, without recommendation, 
to the District Engineer of the Department of the Army (at New York to the Supervisor 
of New York Harbor) for his decision as to prosecution and a copy of each such report 
shall be furnished to the Bureau. [T.D. 52142.] 

(c) If the vessel involved is of American registry, a copy of the report shall be 
furnished also the Office of the Chief of Marine Inspection, U. S. Coast Guard. R. S. 
161, secs. 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 43 Stat. 604, 605; 5 U. S. C. 22, 23 U. S. C. 432-436.) [T.D. 52142.]

BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Ministry of Agriculture, Law No. 9,006 September 8, 1948 
Published in the Diario Oficial and Effective October 9, 1948 

PLANT QUARANTINE LAW 

This new plant quarantine law of Chile revokes the Decree-Law No. 177 of December 
31, 1924, some of which was quoted on page 1 of B.E.P.Q. 511 under the heading BASIC 
LAW. There is no indication that the General Regulations and Special Quarantines listed 
in B.E.P.Q. 511 have been changed, except as noted in Supplement No. 1. The present law 
is drawn up under six titles and 47 articles. Pertinent portions of the law follow. 

The law controls the importation, exportation and movement within Chile of agricul- 
tural products and products that might be harmful to them. Measures for the control of 
pests in Chile are included. ‘. 

Every plant product coming from a foreign country is subject to inspection by the 
Department of Plant Quarantine of the Bureau of Agriculture. All foreign commodities 
considered dangerous to plant life must be accompanied by a sanitary certificate and, 
when so required, a certificate of origin, both provided by the competent authorities of 
the country whence they come. Likewise exports of plant products from Chile must be 
certified for export by the Department of Plant Quarantine. 

The law applies to all plant products, including plants, cuttings, roots, stems, root- 
stocks, flowers, fruits, seeds, bark, wood, or any other part of a plant, in its natural state 
or processed, capable of harboring plant pests or of being such in itself; and to com- 
modities dangerous to plants, including plant products, living organisms, containers, soil, 
and any other medium capable of being harmful itself or of carrying agricultural pests. 

Plant or agricultural pests are defined as any organism whether alive or of a special 
——s such as a virus, capable of being harmful directly or indirectly to plants or their 
products. 

The methods of control provided under Law 9,006 include (1) quarantine or isolation 
by the Department of Plant Quarantine for the period during which the material is 
potentially dangerous to plant life, or until it is decided whether it can or can not be 
safely imported into or transported within the country; (2) the elimination or destruction 


of all or a portion of commodities which may harbor or themselves constitute pests to 
plant products: and (3) treatments such as disinfection or disinfestation of commodities 
dangerous to plants in order to destroy the harmful agents of which they are the carriers, 


whether they are actually causing damage or disease or are simply accompanying the 
goods. If the degree of infection or infestation makes it necessary, the commodities may 
be reexported, confiscated or destroyed, at the expense of the importer. 

Other articles of Law 9,006 refer to the internal measures for the control of injurious 
insects and plant diseases in Chile, certification of Chilean products for export, inspection 
procedures, cooperation with Customs in the enforcement of the law, transit of plants and 
plant products, penalties, etc., all of domestic interest primarily.

BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Ministerial Order of November 19, 1948 
Ministers of Agriculture and of Finance and Economic Affairs 
Published in the Official Journal December 4, 1948 


SAN JOSE SCALE REGULATIONS 

The above order is concerned mainly with imports of living plants and parts thereof, 
including fresh fruits, which may carry San Jose scale. Shipments of lily bulbs from 
Japan are also included and Japanese beetle mentioned. There is very little change in 
orders which have already been made available by the Ministry of Agriculture regarding 
shipments of plants and fruit from the United States. It supplements the information on 
pages 2 and 8 of B.E.P.Q. 403, Revised. 

LIVING PLANTS AND PARTS THEREOF 

Article 1. The importation inte France is prohibited of living plants and parts thereof 
(trees, shrubs, nursery products, cuttings and other plant parts) originating or coming 
{rom the following countries where the presence of Quadraspidiotus perniciosus (San Jose 
scale) has been established: South Africa, Algeria, Germany, Argentina, Austria, Australia, 
Canada, Chile, China, Spain, the United States of America, Hungary, Hawaii, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, Portugal, Rumania, Switzerland, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Uraguay, 
Yugoslavia and New Zealand. This prohibition applies to containers which are used for 


transporting the above items. 
FRESH FRUITS 


Article 2. The entry into France of fresh fruits originating in, or coming from, coun- 
tries infested by the San Jose scale, is authorized, provided: 

1. That the entry is made through the customs offices listed in the Order of June 18, 
1948 (See Supplement No. 1 to B.E.P.Q. 403, Revised) or other ports subsequently designated. 

2. That the shipments be accompanied by a phytosanitary certificate in Form 1 (Iden- 
tical with EQ-926) issued by competent authorities of the country of origin guaranteeing 
that the fruits are not carriers of San Jose scale. 

3. That sanitary inspection be effected at the customs by an agent of the Plant Pro- 
tection Service who will grant free entry if the fruits are found to be healthy, or order 
their destruction or return abroad in the contrary case, 

Article 3. Deals with regulations affecting countries free from San Jose scale. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Article 4. Derogations to the terms of Article 1 may be made as follows: 

1. Under specified conditions, permits may be granted by the Minister of Agriculture, 
for the import of live plants or parts thereof, for study or research. 

2. Lily bulbs from Japan. 

Article 5. Transit through French territory. 

1. Imports must be through customs stations as above. 

2. Shipments must be securely packed to prevent leakage, e.g. cases, barrels, light 
wooden boxes. .

PRIZE CONTESTS FOR WHOLESALERS’ SALESMEN 


Note: The following items of interest to importers of Alcoholic Beverages have been 
furnished us through the courtesy of the National Association of Alcoholic Beverages Im- 
porters, Inc., National Press Bldg., Washington, D. C. The letter numbers after each 
item refer to their releases to members, for further details write Association direct.

The attention of all importers is called to provisions of Section 5 of the Federal 
Alcohol Administration Act, which provides penalties for unfair competition and unlaw- 
ful practices. Section 5(c) of the Act covers commercial bribery, and among other things, 
provides that it is an offense under the Act to offer or to give any bonus, premium, or 
compensation to any officer, employee or representative of a trade buyer. 

The Alcohol Tax Unit has advised the Association a number of times that the offering 
of prizes to sales employees of a wholesale distributor by an importer is in violation of 
Section 5(c) of the Act. An importer may offer any type of prize he desires to his own 
sales employees, but he may not do so to the employees of a company which buys mer- 
chandise from him. (Letter No. 164.) 


IMPORTATION OF CHAMPAGNE IN WICKER BASKETS 


The Association on December 24, 1948, requested an opinion from Commissioner 
Mealey on the importation of champagne packed in wicker baskets. On January 5, 1949, 
a reply was received by the Association which covered the subject from the point of 
view of the wicker basket being the actual shipping container and being marked in ac- 
cordance with the requirements for shipping cases when entered into the United States. 
On January 31, 1949, we requested clarifications of this letter, pointing out that the 
wicker hampers or baskets used were not the actual shipping containers, but were en- 
closed in the usual wooden case. Under date of February 10, the Association received 
a further communication giving the Administration's views where such packing materials 
were used. If you have any questions as to the use of wicker baskets or hampers, please 
submit them to this Office, giving full details, and we shall attempt to obtain an opinion. 
(Letter No. 164.) 


RELABELING OF IMPORTED WINES AND SPIRITS 


The Association took up with Commissioner Mealey on January 27, 1949, a problem 
which had arisen because an alcoholic beverage imported in bottles, bearing an ap- 
proved label which had been affixed by the foreign producer and shipper, had been 
relabeled with a brand name unknown to the foreign shipper but with the foreign 
shipper’s name remaining on the new label. 

Under date of February 16, 1949, Commissioner Mealey discussed the problem of such 
relabeling at some length. The portion of Commissioner Mealey’s letter which covers such 
relabeling in the United States follows. Please be guided accordingly. 

“se * * * the Unit will undertake not to issue certificates of label approval under the 
Federal Alcohol Administration Act, for relabeling purposes, where the labels bear 
producers’ names or the names of the original bottlers or foreign shippers, unless the 
applicants for such certificates furnish written authorization from the firms whose names 
are inscribed on the labels as producers, bottlers, or shippers, as the case may be.” 
(Letter No. 164.) 


SPANISH PESETAS EXCHANGE VALUE 


The Association, having received information from Spain indicating that the Spanish 
Government was setting varying rates of exchange for the number of pesetas to the 
dollar for different commodities exported from Spain, cabled the Sherry Shippers Syn- 
dicate requesting advice on this important matter. There follows below a copy of the 
reply received by the Association on Februry 18. 

“AWAITING PERMANENT EXCHANGE RATE ON SHERRY WHICH WE ANTICIPATE 
AROUND TWENTY PESETAS PER DOLLARS BUT CANNOT GUARANTEE STOP

Bogota Conference drew up an economic agreement setting forth the basic principles for 
such cooperation, to be implemented by a special economic conference, originally scheduled 
to meet in March, 1949, in Buenos Aires, but later postponed to the latter half of this year 
to allow more time for preparation. All the American States have the fullest confidence 
in the constructive results to be achieved by this coming conference, whose object is to 
round out the structure of our Organization. The latter functions strictly within the 
framework of the Charter of the United Nations, and its successful operation is one of 
the best guarantees of the peace of our hemisphere, as well as clear evidence that it is 
possible tor great powers and weak states to live together in harmony and to help one 
another solve their problems. 

The Organization of American States will prove to be a very useful tool when the, 
time comes to carry out the program for economic assistance to the less developed nations 
of the hemisphere outlined by President Truman in his inaugural address. 

It is a satisfaction to state that, although every year Pan American Day, April 14th, 
has marked definite progress in the solution of hemispheric problems during the preced- 
ing period, the achievements of these past twelve months have been particularly significant.

But, 
points out American Waterways Operators, 
in conclusion, this fact remains: 


“If the tax-free Federal Barge Lines con- 
tinues to be subsidized by the taxpayers of 
the nation to compete directly with the 
taxpaying private carriers of barge load 
freight, the final answer is apparent. It is 
just like compelling one grocer to pay the 
bills of his competitor across the street and 
expect the first grocer to stay in business.”
